Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 1- 8 and 11-12 allowed over prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The instant application relates to packet processing utilizing a logic mechanism 
for tracking read/writes to memory cells. The cited art, Sharma (US 5,559.970) is in the 
same field of endeavor. However, Sharma fails to disclose the unique method steps that 
include " if a read request exists while write request is buffered then delaying the read 
request from a first controller until a write request from another controller completes , 
therefore resolving conflict for the memory cells when a first controller performs a read 
by negating an earlier read request to allow a later write request to complete", (claims 
land 7). It renders the application allowable.
